The board was expected today 
to ask Dr. A. Martin Eldersveld, 
state 
director 
of 
community 
colleges, 
to submit a list of 
nam es of nationally prominent 
com munity college adm inistra­ 
tors. The list will be turned over 
to the trustees’ recently appoint 
ed personnel committee. 
Dr. Eldersveld is meeting with 
the trustees today and tonight 
to discuss the state’s roll in as­

them to establish 
the 
college. 
The state director was also ex­

instance, to which each bene­ 
ficiary had contributed. 
Absentee Ballots 
More than a dozen of the peo­ 
ple living at Neshaminy Manor 
already have applied for absen­ 
tee ballots this year and will 
cast them in the Nov. 3 elec­ 
tion. 
But elsewhere in Pennsylva­ 
nia those who live in county 
homes actually are disenfran­ 
chised as far as the right to 
vote is concerned, and strictly 
because 
of 
their 
economic 
plight. 
There are many other anti­ 
quated, restrictive laws on the 
books that 
keep 
millions 
of 
Americans from casting then 
ballots, and in 
almost 
every 
state, 
not 
just 
Pennsylvania 
alone. And there are many reg­ 
ulations which, while they do 
not 
specifically 
bar someone 
from voting, do make it so dif­ 
ficult that he gives up in dis­ 
gust. 
Long Before Voting 
One of them has to do with 
this business of registering as 
a voter long before you actual­ 
ly vote. 
The idea behind registering is 
to avoid fraud 
—to keep non­ 
residents from voting and from 
moving from district to district 
and casting ballots all day long. 
A list of every qualified voter 
who lives in a district should 
stop this. 
But in providing for such a 
list, most states left the initia­ 
tive up to the individual instead 
of assuming it themselves as 
many European nations do. And 
people who are too lazy to regis­ 
ter or who forget about it or let 
it go too long find out on elec­ 
tion day that they’re out of luck 
Only In Person 
In some 
cases, 
registration 
laws actually are used to pre­ 
vent 
v o t i n g . 
Registration 
lists are closed far in advance 
of an election; 
one southern 
state wants to close them in 
February, long before anyone 
has a clear idea who the candi­ 
dates will be. 
The same state allows regis 
tration only in person and at the 
county courthouse. A potential 
voter often has to take a long 
trip to the county seat to regis­ 
ter four or five months prior 
to election day. 
Pennsylvania doesn't do this; 
w'e have 
traveling 
registrars 
who visit almost every com­ 
munity. But you have to keep 
on your toes here; the lists are 
closed 50 days in advance of an 
election. 
No Registration 
In contrast, there is no regis­ 
tration whatsoever in North Da­ 
kota. Persons register as they 
go in to vote in Alaska. In 
Idaho and Canada traveling reg­ 
istrars go from door to door 
right up to the evening before an 
election. 
Idaho. North Dakota, and Ca­ 
nada, all turn out a much high­ 


er percentage of the possible 
vote 
in 
every 
election 
than 
Pennsylvania does. Four years 
ago it was 81 per cent in Idaho, 
78.5 in North Dakota, 70 in Penn. 
Sylvania. 
It was a shameful 25.5 in Mis­ 
sissippi. 
First Time 
This year, for the first time, it 
was possible for a Pennsylva­ 
nian to register by mail; 16 
other states have the same pro­ 
vision. Not New York, though. 
If a businessman 
from 
New 
York 
is transferred overseas 
before he has registered, he 
either must forfeit his ballot or 
make a special trip back to this 
country. 
There is another big problem 
in our voting laws — the ab­ 
sentee ballot. Theoretically, in 
all but three states, you are al­ 
lowed to mail your vote if you 
discover that you’ll be out of 
town on election day — in the 
hospital, perhaps, or on an ur­ 
gent business trip. 
If you try it. you'll find that 
you need a Philadelphia lawyer 
to wade through the varying 
and intricate 
procedures 
that 
are involed. 
No Absentee Balloting 
Three states — New Mexico, 
South Carolina and Mississippi— 
do not allow absentee ballot­ 
ing at all except for members 
of the armed services and their 
dependents. Six others will not 
mail you an application for such 
a ballot; you have to go back 
home and pick it up in person. 


Elsewhere the whole thing is 
wrapped up in enough red tape 
to put the Army to shame. The 
Pennsylvania 
Election 
Guide 
has 17 pages of fine type de­ 
voted to this subject alone and 
if even one of the many provi­ 
sions is violated, out goes the 
ballot. 
So devious are the procedures 
for absentee voting that less 
than 40 per cent of the 3.5 mil­ 
lion Americans who were over 
seas in 1960, when John T. Ken­ 
nedy was running against Rich­ 
ard M . Nixon, even bothered to 
try. 
Emergency Trip 
Until this year, if you lived in 
Pennsylvania and didn’t know 
about that emergency trip a 
week in advance, 
you 
would 
have lost your chance for an ab­ 
sentee ballot; your application, 
on an official form, had to be 
in the hands of the board of elec 
tions no later than the Tues 
day prior to the election. 
th is meant that if the bust 
ness trip came up suddenly in 
the last week, or if you broke 
your leg or felt the 
prem ature 
pains of impending childbirth in 
that week, you too were disen 
franchised. 
Today, an em ergency absen­ 
tee ballot can be made out as 
late as the day before the elec­ 
tion in Pennsylvania. 
No Such Provision 
A lot of states have no such 
provision. The late Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt once lost her vote in 
New York because she became 
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ill on the eve of an election. 
The greatest legal bar to vot­ 
ing, however, has to do with 
residence requirements. Ameri­ 
ca today is on the move; truck­ 
ers estim ate that 40 million of 
our citizens will change their ad­ 
dresses, from one state to an­ 
other, during 1964. And most of 
them will not be able to vote 
because most states, like this 
one, insist that you live within 
that state for one year before 
you can be given the privilege 
of the ballot. 
Lose Chance to Vote 
Four years ago one of this na­ 
tion’s top firms. General Elec­ 
tric, transferred 160 of its top- 
echelon executives in the month 
of October. Every one of them 
lost the chance 
to 
vote 
for 
President. 
The idea behind such a resi­ 
dence requirem ent 
is 
that a 
newcomer isn’t sufficiently fa­ 
m iliar with local problems and 
personalities to vote intelligent­ 
ly- 
But no local problems or per­ 
sonalities are involved in a pres­ 
idential election and 18 states 
have recognized this fact with 
special laws. Some of them will 
allow you to vote, for President 
alone, if you’ve just moved in; 
others will allow you to mail a 
ballot back, again just for the v 
presidency, if you’ve just moved |

But 
in the Soviet Union, no word of 
praise has been printed since 
party Secretary Leonid I. Brezh­ 
nev and P rem ier Alexei N. Kos­ 
ygin took over 13 days ago. 
Stresses Support 
An editorial today in Trud,

newspaper, 
stressed how im portant the sup­ 
port of foreign Communists is- 
to the Soviet regime. 
It said the “ friendship and 
unity of the Socialist cam p" are 
vital to the m aintenance of the 
Communist system. 
The 
government 
newspaper 
Izvestia 
Monday 
assured 
the 
foreign Communists that Russia 
intends to treat them as equals*. 
“ New relations of com rade­ 
ship and mutual assistance — 
based on the principles of equal­ 
ity, 
mutual 
respect 
of 
inde­ 
pendence, 
and sovereignty — 
have been shaped among the 
states of the system,’’ it i>*aid. 
“ The Soviet Communist party 
considers it is sacred duty to 
further brotherly friendship with 
the Socialist nations and widen 
collaboration in all spheres of 
economic, social, political, and 
cultural life,” it added. 
Despite the reassurances, un­ 
rest continued among the for­ 
eign parties.
